BEES 


This is the time of the year 
when honey production is in 
full swing and while the early 
season prospects were discour¬ 
aging the beekeepers at the st¬ 
ation is again optimistic. The 
average date for begim 1115 r.f 
the main flow for n number 
of years has been Jure loth to 
20 th, but this year the flow did 
not start till July Ist, but then 
• the bees decided that unemploy 
ment should be ended ard have 
been working steadily sine:. 
The cold dry weather was res¬ 
ponsible for lack of nectar flow 
but this has l>een changed to 
favourable conditions. 

With the busy honey sea.so.i 
comes the swarm season vhic'' 
usually begins al)out the first 
* veek in July and continues 
from three to six weeks. The 
beekeepers’ problem is to prev 
ent swarming and th*s ear 
most readily lie done liy Mv- 
ing lots of room by addinK 
more supers for brood and 
honey. The nectar as it is first 
brou^t int^ the hive lose 
alxiut 25, per cent in weight 
through levapdration dur nj • 
the ripening process and suf¬ 
ficient room must ho available 
for the raw nectar s,> that ne 
crowding will occur.

HT.OSSOM END ROT OF TOM. 
ATOES AND ITS RELATION 
TO FERTILIZER PRACTICE 

One of tile most common and 
.serious sources of loss to the 
grower of tomatoes, l)oth Under 
glass and in the field, is the dis 
order known a sbluck rot, dry 
rot or l.'.Iossom end rot. The 
affected tissues lease to gi’ow 
and turn first brown then black 
with the spot, flattened or shrun 
kc;\ Tile los.ses may be mod¬ 
erate, but in severe cases pt^c 
ticaliy an entire crop may be 
ruined. 

This trouble is not due to any 
organism but is caused by faulty 
:rrr>wing conditios. During the 
progress of studies carried on 
in the horticultural greenhouse^ 
Et the Central Experimental 
F^rrm, Ottawa, it was observed 
that nutrition or the plant food 
r.i pply had ,, marked effect on 
the occurence of blossom end 
rot. 

Care should bo taken to avoid 
cultural or fertilizer treatments 
chat promote iilant growth too 
rpoidly. Too heavy aplications 
of manure or fertilizer, espic 
iaily nitrogen, bring about too 
n pid and luxurious top growth 
ard increase susceptibility t > 
tf is disorder. Too rapid 
gi awth should be especially rv 
>i Icfl on light soils or where 
m listure is apt to be a limiti ig 
rector. In the greenhouse scr 
to IS loss; is more apt to occur 
(b ring t!ie winter months, when 
tpo days are .short, and spec'al 
ci re must be taken tlien not to 
A.rco growth by heavy feeding 
:>1 manures or fertilizers. Too 
lii rh greenhouse temperatures 
al o tend to increase this disor¬ 
der.
